There is no controversy resjieclirig the facts in this case, 
wfiicli are bri* flv as follows :— 


In the month of May last, Mrs Mary Slater, wife of 


Samuel Slater, of New Orleans, came to this city on a 
visit lo her father, Thomas Aves, bringing vvitli her Marv, 
a colored child, about 6 years of age, and the daughter of 
a female slave, owned in Louisiana, hy Mr Slater. 
More 
recently Mr« Slater has been residing in Roxbury, for the 
benefit of her health, leaving the child in question in the 
Custody of Mr Aves, in Pinckney street, vvitli the under­ 
standing, that when she returns to New Orleans, she will 
fake the child with her. 


From these facts it will be perceived, that the case dif­ 
fers not only from that of llie fugitives, whose late re«cue 


created so much excitement, hut also in some respects from 
every other slave case that lias liiiherio come (jefbre the 
Supreme Court, on a habeas corpus. 
There is no express 
act of Congress, or of Massachusetts, or Constitutional 
provision, which refers lo the case, except, if it at all, by 


implication. 
The arguments, therefore, on both sides, 
were entirely based upon common and international law, 
including ol course an examination of the principles gov­ 
erning the “ conflict of laws.” 


I he argument for the slavery of the child was made by 
B. R. ( urlis, Em|., who maintained, among other propo­ 
sitions, the following :— the child being a slave, when she 
leli Louisiana, according to the laws of that Stafe, is now, 
by the laws of that State, a sl.ive ; that by the constitu­ 
tion of the U n iu d Slates, and by the law* of Louisiana, 
slaves are regarded both as persons and as property ; 
that by the laws of nations, die property of an individual 
i« ih«> property of the State to which be belongs ; that die 
rights of pioperty accruing in such State, were to be de­ 
termined by the laws of that State, even when the parties 
are transient sojourners in another country ; that though 
slavery is abolished in England, yet contracts for slave la­ 
bor elsewhere can be sustained in English courts ; that a 
person guilty of an offence against the laws of a country, 
and thereby owing a debt to that country, but fleeing to 
another country, must by the comity of nations, be surren­ 
dered to the authorities of that country. 
There were, said 
M r L’uitis, but two exceptions to this general principle of 
national law ;— viz : when a foreign law works injury to 
the State to which a party has fled, or to its citizens ; or 
where the law is immoral, or, in the language of another 
authority , when the exercise of the law would exhibit an 


holder to hold fria alaie six months, a man sojourned nine 


month«, and the Court pronounced his slave free— the 
doctrine of the comity of nation, would Ira v« applied to the 
extra three months, if it applied to any case at all.

In the course of his argument, M r Loring cited author- 
itie* equally numerous and various in character, as those 
relied on by R r Curtis. 
W e do not give them more at 
length, as they would occupy unnecessary space. 
The de­ 


cision of the Court, whatever it may be, will undoubtedly 
be within the line of argument we have here given. 


Mr Choate followed Mr Loring, but did not profess to 
advance any material points of law not adduced by his 
colleague. 


Mr Charles P. Curtis, in behalf of M r Slater, follow­ 
ed M r Choate, but only enlarged on the grounds assum­ 
ed by his colleague, Benj. R. Curtis. 


I he arguments were Strictly professional, and free from 
cant or declamation on either side.

gard as moral or immoral— not even hy what the Judges, 
as individual«, may think moral, or otherwise ; or what 
professor* ol moral philosophy might deem in relation to it. 
The question of morality must he measured hy a legal 
standard ; and the existence of slavery is recognized hv 
the supreme Jaw ol the land, and therefore cannot he im­ 
moral in the eye of the laws of this Commonwealth. 
Mr 


Curtis cited the laws of New York, Pennsylvania, and 
Rhode Island, providing for the return of slaves accompa­ 
ny mg their owners, transiently sojourning in those State*, 


hut also fixing a limited period for such sojourning, after 
which a slave cannot he claimed and compelled to return 
to a slave state. 
M r Curtis cited two case*, which were 
decided under the Ordinance for the Government of ihe 
North \\ cat Territory, drawn up hy the late Nathan Dane, 
ol 1 his Slate. 
In the first case, the owner of the slave 


had taken up iiis domicil, or permanent abode, in the N. 
W . I errttory, and it was decided that by so doing his 
slave became free. 
In the second case, the owner was 
only transiently in the Territory, and therefore was enti­ 
tled to carry hack bis slave, his right of property in him 
not having been extinguished hy a mere occasional resi­ 
dence in the Territory.
